SEATFLE, Wash. (NC)—

~Father James Ratigan of 
Joilet, Ill., was reelected toa 
second two-year term as 
NFPC president, defeating

Father Ratigan said that 
the focus of the NFPC has

Hears views from priests and laity 
Vatican aide here to examine 
whether diocese should divide

The special assistant to the Apostolic 
Delegate was in the diocese last weekend 
to hear views from priests and laity on the 
question of splitting the diocese of San 
Diego. 


Msgr. Clemente Faccani, who is a senior 
aide to ArchbishopJean Jadot in Washing- 
ton, D.C., spent a day in San Diego anda 
day in San Bernardino for a succession of 
interviews. 


HE TOLD ME that no decision has been 
made on splitting the diocese and that his 
visit in no way was a Confirmation that a 
“split would take place in the near future. 


“There are many things which have to 
be taken into consideration,” he said. 
“And the basic overriding consideration is 
whether any action is for the good of the 
church, the good of the religion of the 
people.” 


He confirmed that the question of 
dividing the 36,000 square mile diocese 


. has been under consideration for about 
. two years. 


ALTHOUGH nothing has ever Ben 
divulged regarding the geographic dimen- 
sions of any new diocese, it has been 
presumed that the two northern counties, 
Riverside and San Bernardino, would be 
separated from the southern counties, 
San Diego and Imperial. 


Msgr. Faccani said the process of any 
division of a diocese can be lengthy, 
starting with consideration first by the 
bishop of a diocese. 


Then priests and laity are consulted for 


their opinion, he said. The matter would 
also be under consideration by the 
archbishop of the province—in this case 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles. 


AFTER THIS the proposed division is 
placed before the loca! national con- 
ference of bishops, in this case the U.S. 
Catholic. Conference, and, finally, the 
proposal is sent to the Vatican for 
consideration. 


Among the criteria used for a division, 
according to Msgr. Faccani, after the 


- question of the faith of the people itself, 


such matters as finance and viability have 
to be carefully examined. 


He commented that shifting popu- 


lations and growth sometimes cause a 
division'in a diocese, such as the fast 
expansion in Southern California since the 
time the San Diego diocese was formed 
in 1937. = 


| ASKED HIM whether his visit in any 
way presumed that a split would take 
place. “No,” he replied. “It is not a disaster 
for the church if it does not and things 
remain as they are. 


“But at a certain time you have totakeall 
things into consideration and make a 
decision,” he added. 


On the other hand he admitted that if a 
decision to divide the diocese were made, 
it would not take too long to put into 
operation. 


He gave no indication of which way he or 
the Apostolic Delegate might recommend 
in the matter of the division and said he 
was here merely to take note of views given 


‘to him in confidence. (See “A time to

THEY SAID this is the 
purpose of The National 
Parents’ Rights Coalition, 
organized last October in 
Chicago, and with which 
FLAG is affiliated. 


The couple cited gains 
women have made in equal 
rights after organizing into 
a national power, and what 
the handicapped achieved 
after the last White House 
Conference on the subject, 
as examples of what par- 
ents as a united force can 
achieve. 


“The next White House 
Conference is on families. 
Will you have a voice in 
legislation that will result 
from this conference?” the 
Caseys asked.

TELEVISION program- 
ming (junk food commer- 
cials, toy commercials, sex, 
violence); easy availability 
of contraceptives and abor- 
tion to teenagers; display of 
“adult” magazines in family 
grocery stores; and ob- 
scene songs and disc jock- 
eys’ remarks on the radio. 


The parents’ outlines for 
future plans for FLAG were 
more group discussions to 
raise parents’ awareness of 
their united power, and a 
search for members. 


Other parishes in the 
diocese are invited to 
become involved, the Ca- 
seys said, by calling Pat 
10!

Opponents of abortion 
view the Akron law as 
model legislation, and 
lawmakers in other cities 
have announced their in- 
tention to introduce similiar 
ordinances.

The best kept rumor in the diocese 


There is hardly a gathering today of people 
connected with the church in this diocese without 
some mention of “the split.” Almost since the birth 
of this diocese in 1937 there has beén a rumor that 
the large, and somewhat unwieldy geographical 
mass known as the diocese of San Diego would be 
divided by Rome. 


In recent years, the rumor has become more 
persistent, and | have been told by people who 
thought they knew on at least half-a-dozen 


> occasions of “the date” which has subsequently 


arrived and passed with the diocese intact. The 


rumors are much more insistent now and certainly _ 
have more foundation than in the past because it is 


an open secret that a split is due for consideration 


_by the U.S. bishops and eventually by Rome. — 


It is suggested that the two northern counties, 
San Bernardino and Riverside, would be detached 
as a separate diocese and. leave San Diego and 
Imperial counties together to keep the present 
diocesan structure. 


- But neither Rome nor the U.S. bishops would 
create entities which would not be viable. Mere size 
is not the only criterion—and the size of this 
diocese is certainly a hindrance to communi- 
cations. But factors such as finance and: inter- 
communication have to be studied in any 
reshaping plans. 


Last weekend Msgr. Clemente Faccani from the 
office of the Apostolic Delegate in Washington, D.C. 
saw people in the south and the north, to listen to 
their views on any planned division. He told me that 
a decision could go either way and that there is no 
prior decision. The fact that he was here to talk to 
priests and laity regarding the possible division is, 
of course, an admission that the matter is under 
“active investigation.” But, as Msgr. Faccani said, 
“It's no disaster to the church if a division does not 
happen. The church will continue as before.” 


De-sexing our speech 


“The current need to avoid supposedly sexist 
expressions resulting in such grotesquerie as 
‘chairperson’ et al might be satisfied with the suffix 
nik. This suffix is Yiddish from the Russian and 
Polish and indicates ‘a person’. It might take a little 
gétting used to, but would be handier and would 
help us be less self-conscious of the anti-sexist use 


of the word ‘person’. : 


“We are already used to beatnik, peacenik, litnik. 
Practice chairnik, salesnik, altarnik, waitnik, 
policenik, firenik, cownik, actnik.”—From the 
parish bulletin of St. Francis X. Cabrini church, 
Crestline, where Father John Domas is pastor. 


Attention nationwide, but not local 


At last the San Diego Union, the daily morning 
paper, has broken its strange silence over the 
abortion-murder case in Santa Ana. With a Sunday 
piece on March 5, they at last informed their 
readers of the case against Dr. William Waddill, who 
is accused of murdering: a child after he had 
brought about its abortion. 


The Union’s story, in its, second paragraph, 


described the case as “one of the most sensational 
in California history, has drawn nationwide 
attention because it centers around abortion.” 


Yet until that time, in the six weeks of the 


prosecution part of the trial, the Union had 


completely ignored the court proceedings in 
nearby Orange county, except for a small 


inaccurate four-inch story. This, in spite of protests _ 


to the Union editors by interested groups who 
wondered why nothing was appearing on what even 
the Union has now described as “one of the most 
sensational” trials. 


NBC censorship? 


On the subject of coverage of abortion matters, 
few will forget the extraordinarily unbalanced 
coverage of the local marches on Jan. 22 and the 
fact that the national TV network virtually ignored 


the march by 75,000 people in Washington, D.C. 


Now, Michael Schwartz, associate director of the 
Catholic League for Religious and Civil Rights, has 
accused NBC of. censoring coverage of the 


Washington march. An NBC official replied that “on ~ 


the day when the March for Life demonstration was 
held in Washington, there were three pro-abortion 
marches elsewhere in the country which we also 
did not cover.” Somehow the logic escapes me. 


Back with the rails? : 


Most churches are experiencing a little problem 
with communion in the hand when recipients turn 
to-one side to pause and give themselves the 
sacred host. A minor traffic problem results which 
could be alleviated if perhaps communicants stood 
inalineand the ministers moved along the line. Ina 
way, it’s a pity we got rid of the altar rails, | think.

abortion. So where do you go from there? 


_ Useful book on eastern churches i 


The archdiocese of Los Angeles has recently — 
produced a most useful reference book on the. 


In it are details of sister 
churches sacramentally and liturgically. Most of us 
are confused about which churches are in 
communion with Rome and which are not. This 
directory sets it all straight for the archdiocese of 
Los Angeles. There are also useful guidelines anda 
glossary of terms, together with a listing of Eastern 
church feasts to aid pastors and others in 


ecumenical matters. And, above all, the directoryis . 
-a happy sign of our ‘times—of greater under- 


standing and tolerance between Christians of 
different churches.

Even 
when we do not consciously relate it to 
our lives and needs, it resounds to a 
continuing resurgence of life in us 


that will not be denied, an impulse to 
rebuild and renew. 

We are a people created for resur- 
rection. Our human lives are se- 


quences of little deaths and risings, — 


each one drawing us nearer to unity 
with the Christ of the Resurrection— 
whether we know it or not. 


Perhaps that is why spring, the 
season of resurrection, gives us such 
peace, such a sense of well-being and 
pleasure. It speaks so beautifully of 
what life is about. We are most 
completely ourselves, most com- 
pletely who we are meant to be, when 
we carry springtime in our souls 
and hearts, and in our wills.

‘Pray for peace in | 
lreland’: Abp. Quinn 


Saying that “the green of Ireland is the color of 
hope,” Archbishop John R: Quinn of San Francisco 
has called on “all Catholics and all people of good 
will” to pray for peace in that country. 


In a St. Patrick's Day message, the archbishop 
referred to an exhibition of Irish art now on display at 
San Francisco’s De Young Museum where, he said, 
one witnesses “3,000 years of Irish genius and 
imagination, 3,000 years of Irish skill and craftman- 
ship, 3,000 years of beauty... 


“BUT THE BEAUTY of Ireland’s art and the joy of 
her patron’s feast is marred by the spectacle of a 
noble people torn by mutual recrimination,” said 
Archbishop Quinn, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


“The green of Ireland is the color of hope,” he 
added. “For those who believe, hope is founded in 
the power of God and the fruit of prayer.” 


Urging prayers for peace, Archbishop Quinn said: 
“May the Gospel of Christ announcing good things, 
announcing peace, now as in the past, be Ireland’s 
guide through the tangled human web of inhuman 
conflict, complicated in its roots and marked by 
political, economical and historical causes. 


“MAY THE SONS and daughters of Patrick learn to 
forgive one another so that scripture’s words about a 
more ancient division may live again for them: 


“But now in Christ Jesus you who were once 
far off have been brought near through the blood of 
Christ. It is he who is our peace..reconciling both of

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Communists covet prize in Africa 
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Give Rhodesia ‘miracle’ a chance to work

Deacon Newman lived for 25 
years in Rhodesia and was a 
diplomat at United Nations andin 
Washington for the former gov- 
ernment of the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland. He 
wrote this article at the request of 
National Catholic News Service, 
Washington, D.C. 


When a miracle occurs, don’t knock it. And whena 
‘miracle occurs in black-white relationships any- 
where in the world, thank God for it. 


The settlement arranged in Salisbury, the 
Rhodesian capital, between Prime Minister lan 
Smith and the three black leaders comes into the 
category of miracles. Few would have thought, ayear 
ago, that a pact could be signed in that African 
capital which would bring peacefully to an end the 
white rule of the only self-governing colony the world 
has ever seen. 


IAN SMITH, diehard conservative rancher, who 
led Rhodesia’s white parliament through a declara- 
tion of independence and defiance of world opinion 
for more than a dozen years, has made a peaceful 
. settlement with Bishop Abel Muzorewa, the Rev. 
Ndabaningi Sithole and Chief Jeremiah Chirau, who 
between them can claim to represent about 80 
percent of Rhodesia’s blacks. 


And in a country where the blacks outnumber the 


/ whites by about 20 to 1, and where white supremacy 


was for so long the political precept, that is a miracle. 
It means the whites, who number a quarter of a 
million, are prepared to face the future governed by 
blacks, whose numbers exceed five million. 


It means that the dictum of Cecil John Rhodes, 
founder of the country which bears his name, of 
“equal rights for all civilized men” now includes all 
men, regardless of color. 


THE SETTLEMENT, which lacks firm American 
and British support because it has piqued the pride 
of both, is historic in any sense of the word. It means 
that Smith has made a binding agreement with three 
moderate men—two of whom.are Christian minis- 
ters—which could lead to the momentous growth of 
one of Africa’s prize countries under black 
leadership. 


The opposition to the setlement raised now by 
members of the United Nations and by the 
Organization of African Unity should prove to any 
fair onlooker the validity of the settlement. Inspired 
by the Soviets, the warcry against the settlement is 
loud and clear because the communists see one of 
Africa’s prizes going away from them—a land rich in 
vital minerals and other resources almost second to 
none on that vast continent. 


The reason for the antagonism from outside 
Rhodesia is because Smith made the agreement 
without the consent of the so-called Patriotic Front, 
whose only claim to patriotism is the self- 
aggrandisement ‘tactics of Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe—who have missed their chances. 


IN FACT, Nkomo missed his big chance in 1961 
when he first accepted a new Rhodesian constitution 
which provided for eventual black takeover, and 
then, on instructions from the late but unlamented 
leader of Ghana, Kwame Nkrumah, no doubt on 
Soviet instructions, rejected the change.

apparent Catholic among the black leaders, has 
almost no following in Rhodesia and very little 
outside of it except the claque which surrounds any 
discontented black politician outside his own 
country. 


The Soviets would like to destroy the Salisbury 
agreement. They don’t like to visualize the transfer of 
power from white to black hands without revolution 
and bloodshed. 


THE CRITICISM OF of the agreement from 
churchmen and others is surely a direct insult to the 
integrity of Bishop Muzorewa and Rev. Sithole. It also 
stems from disappointmentthat Smith and the three 
home-based black leaders were able to reach 
compromise. 


The agreement will benefit all in Rhodesia—to 
become the nation of Zimbabwe at the changeover at 
the end of the year. The agreement will prove 
workable and will safeguard the confidence of the 


_ whites which is paramount to the economic future of 


the country. 


The free and open elections will be a great deal 
better than can be seen elsewhere in Africa and in 
many countries at UN now pel gous blood instead 
of peace in Rhodesia. 


TO CONTINUE TO support the guerilla forces 
under the Patriotic Front is only encouraging war. 
Are not Christians for peace? Where, then, are the 
words of encouragement and hope for peace in the 
future Zimbabwe, from those who have known it for 
these many years? It is disappointing, to say the 
least, to see only gloom and doom forecast by some 
who profess a Christian, Catholic ministry.

If any 
concessions should be made to the Patriotic Front it 
might be a useful gesture to invite Nkomo to join in 
the reconstruction of the country. 


THE WHITES OF Rhodesia have always been 
dependent on the benevolence of the blacks, who 
always outnumbered them. If at any time the blacks 
had been seriously organized in opposition the 
whites would have been wiped out, even though they 
“had the guns.” 


Nearly 90 years ago, Cecil John Rhodes rode out 
the dusty 20 miles from Bulawayo to Matopos to hold 
an “indaba” or peace talk, with the Matabele warriors 
who were fighting against the new settlers. It was an 
historic meeting, which led to peace in Rhodesia.for 
80 years—the longest period in any nation’s history 
without a shot being fired due to insurrection. 


Now another “indaba’—somewhat more pro- 
tracted—has reached a peaceful settlement 
between the white leader and the blacks. All men of 
goodwill, and in particular Britain and the United 
States, should stand with it and support it. Otherwise 
the Soviets and their Cuban allies will be in there 
faster than we can settle the coal strike. 


IN. “AMERICA” magazine this week there is the 
comment: “For any black government to succeed in 
Rhodesia a way must be found to give every aspiring 
black leader an opportunity at the voting process. 
The agreement reached by Mr. Smith and his white 
minority has not gone that far.” 


Every aspiring leader? Surely not. Let’s be more 
realistic than that!

Saint led revolt from 
traditional monastic life

Nuns without habits? Sisters living in their 
own homes? Consecrated virgins seeking out 
their own form of gospel ministry? Is such a 
thing possible? 


Sounds very modern. Appears to be a 
contemporary breakthrough. Yet over 430 
years ago, a bright and dedicated woman, 
named Angela Merici set in motion just sucha 
revolt from the traditional view of nuns living 
in monastic cloister. She founded what we 
might today call a secular institute in the city 
of Brescia, Italy, in 1535. 


ANGELA ASSEMBLED a group of 
women who wished to engage in a variety of 
ministries, each according to her personal 
calling. They lived in their own homes, 
practiced consecrated virginity, met once a 
month for mutual support and future planning 
and used their private time for spiritual

development. 


Angela and the original 28 ladies chose St. 
Ursula as a patroness. This Company of St. 
Ursula or the Ursulines, as they would come 
to be known, enjoyed their freedom of 
movement and used it to teach Christian 
doctrine, visit the hospitals (with a special 
ministry to those with venereal diseases) and 
help out in parishes. 


They were the first group of religious- 
minded women to break with the idea that 
cloistered contemplation was the only form of 
religious life open to them. 


MALE RELIGIOUS orders had begun to 
cope with this four centuries before. One 
such example was the Order of St. Norbert in 
the 12th century, in which monastic practice 
was combined with an active ministry to the 
world. This was brought to full flower by the 
Franciscans and Dominicans in the 13th 
century and the Jesuits in the 16th century. 


Women could only hope to do this when 
the culture favored a more liberating role for 
them in society. Such must have been the 
case in 16th-century Brescia. 


The idea of single, unmarried women 
moving freely in the world and practicing 
ministry to the ignorant, the sick and the 
downtrodden may seem commonplace to us. 
It was a new idea then, and one that must be 
admired in the bold move of the Company of 
St. Ursula. 


FLEXIBILITY WAS written into their 
rule: “If according to the times and needs you 
should be obliged to make fresh rules and 
change certain things, do it with prudence 
and on good advice.” 


The succeeding centuries saw a curbing of 
this original freedom, but the ideal of active 
ministry never died. Forty years after the 
original founding, Charles Borromeo insisted 
the sisters live in convents rather than in their 
own homes. 


Incidentally, this is the first’ time a male 
exercised a significant influence over the 
internal affairs of the Ursulines. They are one 
of the few female religious orders in whose 
founding a man was not instrumental. 


BY THE YEAR 1700, the Ursulines were 
finally cloistered, a condition for being 
accepted as nuns in the church. Yet they did 
not abandon Angela’s dream of public and 
active ministry. They insisted on having a

Sisters changed habits

Scientific breakthroughs, _ technological 
marvels, space exploration, ecumenical 
dialogue between Christian theologians and 
scientists, search for peace between nations 
mark the last quarter of the 20th century. The 
most rapid growth in knowledge and 
understanding the world has ever known is 
the history we’ are writing. 


Today’s adults remember a man who was 
pope for a short time only. But his impact on 
the world was great—Pope John XxXiIll. 
Through his efforts, Vatican II was called. 


THE RESULT? The growth of the church 
was accelerated. A part of the growth brought 
about has been what might be called 
expansion of the lives of sisters. 


The Vatican urged religious communities 
to reexamine their rules, to experiment with 
new ideas and even to rewrite constitutions to 
respond to the much larger call for renewal of 
the gospel in today’s world. 


A little more than a decade ago, sisters 
were either teachers, nurses, working in the 
missions or contemplatives. All were easily 
identifiable by the habits they wore. 


TODAY WE WILL not always recognize 
a sister as she walks down the street. She may 
be wearing contemporary clothes. The nun 
we do recognize on sight has adopted a 
modified habit. her Her outward appearance 
has changed. What has not changed is her 
dedication. She is the bride of Christ. She has 
given herself totally to him. 


But we see her in a wider variety of places. 
While she is still in- the classroom, the 
hospital, the foreign mission and the cloister, 
she has recently entered the world of 
business and government, ministry to the 
migrant worker, the jailed, the homosexual 
and the prostitute. Wherever there is oe, 
you will find her. 


The sister’s role in education has even 


expanded. She leads parish programs, adult 
education and religious education programs. 
Health care finds her operating a major 
metropolitan hospital and establishing inner- 
city clinics. 


HER ROLE in the bien missions has 
undergone change, too. Priest shortages 
have caused her to take over many of a 
pastor’s duties: administering sacraments, 
conducting funeral services and preaching. 

Alongside priests, sisters are chaplains in 
hospitals, prisons, college campuses and 
police departments. 

Spurred by increased educational oppor- 
tunities which better equip her for the world, 
and freer to live among the people and dress 
in a less distinctive manner, she is asserting 


herself as a committed nels involved church 


member. 


RELIGIOUS LIFE in the modern world 
has simply opened new avenues while leaving 
valuable avenues found in an earlier age open. 
The need for those who choose to spend their 
lives in prayer has not ceased. 

In fact, there has never been a time when 
we need contemplative orders of nuns, 
brothers and priests more. Vocations to the 
contemplative orders are actually on the 
upswing. Meditation is undergoing a kind of 
rediscovery. 


Mother Teresa of Calcutta is a 20th- 
century example of sisters who have chosen 
one of the new ways. She ministers to the 
aged, the infirm. She does not wait for them to 
be brought to her. Mother Teresa and the 
sisters in her comunity go into the streets of 
India to find the abandoned. Their ministry, 
too, encompasses teaching the young. 


IN THIS COUNTRY, there are countless 
women who represent the expansion of their 
religious vocations. Among them are Congre- 
gation of St Joseph Sister Loraine Polacci and 
Congregation of the Humility of Mary Sister 
Elizabeth Thoman. 


Sister Polacci has taught, then gone on to 


community organizing. She now organizes 
congressional districts for Bread for the 
World. 


Sister Thoman is director of the National 
Sisters Communication Service . (NSCS), 
founded in 1975 by a task force from the 
Leadership Conference of Women Religious, 
the National Sisters Vocation Conference 
and the Sisters Formation Conference. 


THE NSCS seeks to make sister-com- 
municators more knowledgable and _ pro- 
fessional in their efforts, to work with religious 
communities to understand the importance 
of communications work, and to mobilize the 
sister power that is already sensitive to social 
justice issues. 


Sister Thoman says: “The church in each 
age has had to examine itself. Where are we 
going? What: is our mission? How can we

fourth vow of teaching so that they would 
have an apostolate. 


They remained inventive in finding ways to 
do active work for the church. The Ursulines 
of New Orleans, for example, established 
genteel hostels for marriageable young 


women. The year was 1727. They taught the - 


young girls “all they needed to know” about 
marriage and taking care of a home. They 
even produced an “Ursuline Cook Book.” 


So involved were they in the history of New 
Orleans, that their recent 250th anniversary 
was feted as a major civic event in that city. 
And so “worldly” were their 19th-century 
concerns that they sent a worried letter to 
President Jefferson about. the Louisiana 
purchase. 


THEY FEARED that being bought by a 
Protestant country would mean prejudice 
against Catholics and the end of their work. 
Jefferson assured them they would have the 
freedom they sought. 


The liberating force for active ministry 
begun four centuries ago by the Ursulines 
generated hundreds of orders of religious 
women and literally millions of members. 
That first Angel of Mercy (Angela Merici) 
brought the women of the church a fresh 
vision of ministry, still being implemented 
to this day. Ard still being fought for as well.

touch the lives of others? Public relations is 
not a substitute for mission.

Many centuries ago Angela Merici broke 
away from the idea that the cloister and 
contemplation were the only form of religious 
life open to women. It was a revolutionary 
idea then, and like all new ideas, did not gain 
immediate universal acceptance. 


For us, the idea of seeing nuns in 
contemporary dress and working out in the 
world is a revolutionary one. Our acceptance, 
too, has not been an instantly enthusiastic 
one. But we’re beginning to see the fruits that 
the expansion of sisters’ roles brings to the 
Christian world. 


Diversity is enriching the religious life and 
beckons youth to join its ranks.

_ A Sister’s rocky route to 
peace and happiness

We first met nearly 20 years ago when! 
was a young priest and she an idealistic 
adolescent. fe ‘ 


To those who knew her only on‘the 
surface or judged by externals, this 
teenager seemed carefree and fun loving, 
pretty and popular. She had boyfriends, 
cheered at basketball games and sang in 
a special chorus. 


THE GIRL, let’s call her Claire, 
belonged to a high school sorority and 
was known occasionally to steal a smoke 

- or sip a drink. Her middle-class, devout 
Catholic parents kept Claire in good 
clothes, at a parochial school and under 
loving supervision. She received high 
marks and held leadership posts. 


___ In those late 1950s and early 1960s,

many girls her age entered the convent 
immediately after high school. Who were 
the “chosen” or the “victims,” depending 
upon the point.of view, became a major 
topic of gossip and telephone conver- 
sation among students in the senior year. 


Claire pretty much escaped the 
rumors. Few peers expected this girl to 
leave all and become a nun. She had, in 
their opinion, too much going for her. 


BUT ANOTHER side of Claire 
remained hidden to many. They did not 
know she frequenily, almost daily walked 
to morning mass and made special trips 
for regular Saturday afternoon con- 

_ fessions. They likewise failed to detect 
the attraction within her for a life of 
service, generosity and perfection 
symbolized by the sisters in their black - 
veils and starched white coronets.

A woman ahead of time

Many of us who open the New American 
Bible see on its introductory pages the name 
of Sister M. Emmanuel Collins, OSF, one 
woman among some 50 editors of this 


translation. And many more of us who know 
Sister Collins rejoice that her name will be 


long inscribed in the sacred book with those 
of Judith, Esther, Ruth and Mary. 


Born in San Francisco of Irish-American 
heritage, she was-educated in California 
schools and later went to South Dakota 
where she was graduated from high school. 
A few years later she entered the Sisters. of 
Saint Francis of Rochester, Minn. 


SHE WAS graduated from. that com- 
munity’s college, the College of Saint Teresa. 
She then taught in several parochial schools 
before she entered Yale in 1932. She was the _ 


. first sister to earn a doctorate in English at 


Yale. 


Returning to Minnesota, she became .an 
instructor and head of the English depart- 
ment at the College of Saint Teresa. She was 
an instructor and assistant professor at The 
Catholic University of America in Washing- 
ton; D.C., for several years and served as 
academic dean at her own college for 20 
years. 


Sister Collins is one of the influential 
persons who gave form to the Sister 
Formation Conference in the 1960s. She had 
previously studied the education of sisters in 
France, Italy, Germany and England on a 
grant made by the Fund for the Advancement” 
of Education of the Ford Foundation. 


AS A MEMBER of the editorial board of . 
the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine, she 
worked on the translation and edition of the 
New American Bible. She was a member of 
the general council of the Sisters of Saint 
Francis, her religious community for many 


years. 


Many today who write of the struggle for 
equality for women note that the churches 
and synagogues sometimes ask an am- 
biguous loyalty_to that liberation movement. 
And such writing asks a choice not unlike a 
Robert Frost poem that speaks of choice as 
two roads that diverge in a yellow wood. 


There is- truth in such statements but 
perhaps a kind of more invitatory truth is ina 
person like Sister Collins, who has spent 
many years as a professional woman trying to 
create crosspaths between the rights of 
women in the churches and in the culture. 
Hers is the gift of being able to make many 
relational connections in the midst of 
profound and often disturbing distinctions. 


SUSAN SONTAG in her recent work on 


‘the psychology of photography has said that 


we can learn more from the reasons we take 
certain photos than we can learn from the 
photos. Those who know Sister Collins like 
their pictures of her. 


Our pictures do not capture her but they 
indicate the seal of hope which her life is in 
many hearts. Shots of this woman standing at 
dozens of podia bent toward the audience to 
create the illusion of their brilliance rather 
than her own. 


Pictures of dozens of classrooms where 
Chaucer, Shakespeare, Ezra Pound, medie- 
val drama and many poets, philosophers and 
novelists came to have human features right 
there inviting students to believe in the raw 
potential of human creativity. 


SCENE PHOTOS of her participating in 
civic and state functions, laboring with ardor 
for justice for others. A woman worshipping 
with her community who so loves her. A 
lector in recent years at eucharistic cele- 
brations. 


A person of prayer, of wise counsel and 
abundant knowledge. A friend relaxing and 
sharing fun events. A woman talking as 
easily with the men who swept campus walks

Many dropped out, but Claire hung ~ 
on, grew as a person, and several years 
later made her initial vows. 


LIKE SO MANY, she immediately 
prepared for a teaching career and then 
began work in a parochial school. 


Around this time, however, within the 
church and religious communities, 
clouds of unrest were beginning to creep 
over the horizon. Claire succeeded well 
in teaching and earned a master’s degree 
through weekend and summer study. 
But the restlessness of those unsettled — 
1960s slowly stole away the serenity and 
stability of her early life as a sister. 


The nun’s distinctive habit changed, 
modernized, then, for most, finally 
disappeared altogether. She wore 
attractive clothes again. She smoked. | 
She enjoyed a cocktail. She watched 
countless classmates and dear friends 
leave the religious life. She prayed less 
often and lived less simply. 


But Claire continued to excell in her 
teaching. and remained faithful to her

Father Gavotto is vice chancellor 
of the diocese and director of the | 
evangelization program. The follow- 
ing is extracted from a presentation 
he made to the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council at its last meeting: 


| think that the goal of our evangel- 
ization program is this: That each Catholic 
become aware of, and exercise, his role as an 
evangelizer; that is, one who proclaims, by 
example and word, Christ's message in order to 
draw people to conversion—whether this be a 
first conversion to Christ, or a deeper commit- 
ment to him. 

To reach that goal, | envision that there would 
be two objectives: 

The first, which we might call stage one, 
would be the evangelization of the Catholic 
community. ; 

The second, or stage two, would be an 
outreach program to those Catholics who no 
longer practice their faith; to those who are not 
in full communion with the Catholic church; to 
non-Christians; and to the unchurched. 

WHAT EXACTLY WILL this evangelization of 
the Catholic community entail? | think that the 
first step can be characterized simply by two 
words, awareness and dialogue. 


First of all, there must be an awareness

among the Catholic community of just what 
evangelization is. They will need to know what it 
means, what is its content, who is responsible, 
who are the beneficiaries, and especially what 
is the spirit of evangelization—the interior 
attitudes which must animate every person 
who evangelizes. 


We need to communicate all of this to each 
individual Catholic, to the parish communities, 
and to the diocesan organizations, depart- 
ments and offices. We need to have an 


awareness campaign and perhaps even a 


campaign slogan. 

ALONG WITH CREATING an awareness of 
what evangelization is, we also need to have 
dialogue. We need to set up a two-way 
communications process on the individual, 
parish, and diocesan level. 


Since we cannot possibly deal with 
evangelization in all its aspects in any program, 
| think our next step should be to focus in one 
specific diocesan objective of evangelization. 
This objective should be, | think, the strength- 
ening of the parish community. 


There is some justification for taking this 
aspect of strengthening the parish community. 
As Cardinal John Henry Newman reminds us, 
“The church must be prepared for converts, as 
well as converts for the church.” (Journal, 
January, 1863) 


AND ARCHBISHOP Joseph Bernardin also 
reminded the bishops of the United States; 
“'.people need to belong to communities 
where they can find support and reinforcement 
for their religious beliefs and values, together 
with the encouragement and strength to carry 
their commitment into the broader milieu and 
proclaim Christ to the men and women of 
today.” 


In addition, we may be able to cooperate with 
the United States bishops who have just 
launched a three-year: project for parish 
renewal. This project hopes to make a major 
contribution toward revitalizing parish life. This 
may turn out to be avery happy coincidence, or 
the nudging of the Spirit! : 

The objective to strengthen the parish 
community is based on the assumption that 
evangelization in the final analysis must be 
parish-based and involve a great deal of lay 


participation. And we need to keep in mind also 


that evangelization will vary from parish to 
parish. 


IN ADDITION, | think there is another 
assumption we must make, that the key to any 


successful evangelization program or process 
lies with the priests of the diocese. 


In fact, itis interesting to recall that Pope Paul 
and the bishops of the Vatican Council 
expressed this same assumption with regardto 
renewal in the church when they said,“...the 
wished for renewal of the whole church 
depends in a large measure (magna ex parte) 
ona ministry of priests which is vitalized by the 
Spirit of Christ.” 

As part of our evangelization program for the 
Catholic community then, we should direct our 
efforts towards strengthening the parish 
community. We can also hope to reinforce the 
parish council. Some parishes may consider 
neighborhood block groupings as a means of 
parish renewal. 


WITH REGARD TO the parish and evangeliza- 
tion, each parish will, in due time, have to take a 
census and create a parish profile. Each parish 
should also have a committee for evangeliza- 
tion which would be, hopefully, a committee of 
the parish council. 

This first stage, then, in the evangelization 
program looks to the evangelization of the 
Catholic community by means of an awareness 
campaign among the Catholics, by means of a 
dialogue. throughout the diocese, and finally by 
focusing in on the foundation for any evangeli- 
zation program, namely, a vital and renewed 
parish community. 


It is only then, after a considerable amount of 
time has been spent on the evangelization of 
the Catholic community, that we can move into 
the second stage. We can move into practical 
programs and projects of outreach. Perhaps by 
that time we will have more models of outreach 
to consider than at present, such as parish 
open houses and parish banquets. 


THIS IS THE TIME then that the parish and 
each individual must reach out to his neighbor, 
must reach out to those Catholics who no 
longer practice their faith, to the non- 
Christians, to those who share faith in Christ 
with us but are not in full communion with us, 
and finally, to the unchurched—those who 
belong to no Christian church. 

This is a slogan which is used inthe business 
world and in some church communities and 
elsewhere: “Each one, reach one.” If each 
Catholic did reach out and touch the life of a 
person who might be searching and looking for - 
the truth, then this would start achain reaction. 

And this really brings us back to the goal that © 


each Catholic become aware of and exercise 
his role as an evangelizer.

Waddill defense tries to 
rule out coroner testimony 


Special to SC 


SANTA ANA, Calif.—The 
defense in the Dr. William 
Waddill baby-strangling 
trial withdrew its motion for 
a mistrial and lost a bid to 
wipe out the testimony of 
the coroner's autopsy sur- 
geon as the trial entered its 
fifth week in Superior Court 
here. 

Dr. Ronald Corneliusen, a 
pediatrician, testified that 
he saw Dr. Waddill, a pro- 
fessional acquaintance and 
abortionist, strangle to 
death a baby girl who 
survived a saline abortion 
Waddill performed March 
2, 1977, at Westminster, 
Calif., Community Hospital. 


CORNELIUSEN also testi- 
fied Waddill speculated 


aloud about poisoning or. 


drowning the baby, at 
approximately seven-and- 
a-half months’ gestation, 
because she wouldn't quit 
breathing. 


Most of the latest testi- 
mony in the trial was pro- 
vided by Dr. Robert Rich- 
ards, who autopsied the 
baby’s body last March 9 for 
the Orange County Sherriff- 
Coroner's Office. 


At the conclusion of Dr. 
Richards’ testimony, Mal- 
bour Watson, one of Dr. 
Waddill’s two defense attor- 


neys, argued away from the © 
hearing of the jury that - 


Judge James K. Turner 
should admonish the jury to 
disregard all of Richards’ 
testimony because it was 
“inherently incredible.” 


AT THE SAME time Wat- 


son, who himself is a medi- 
cal doctor, moved for a 
mistrial on the grounds that 
Dr. Richards had_ made 
some comments within the 
hearing of some of the 
jurors while court was in 
recess. 


Ruling that he saw no 
reason to strike Dr. Rich-_ 


ards’ testimony, the judge 
said it is the jury's job to 
weigh the evidence, and it 
seemed that Dr. Watson 
wanted the judge to inter- 
vene in the jury’s proper 
role. 

Dr. Richards testified that 
he found evidence of saline 
damage only in the small 
bowel of-the baby, as well as 
to the placenta. He said the 
small bowel is the location 
where most food absorp- 
tion takes place, and it

seemed likely that a baby 
who had ingested saline 
fluid would show damage 
there. However, he re- 
peated his view that the 
saline hadn’t killed the 
baby. 


HE TOLD prosecutor 
Robert Chatterton that he 
considered this damage 
treatable. He said the baby 
could have been fed intra- 
venously for the first one to 
two weeks after delivery, 
and by that time the da- 
mage would have healed. 


Dr. Wadddill has told 
investigators that he never 


regarded the baby as alive 
after birth. But on a tape 
recording of a telephone 
conversation with the abor- 
tionist made last March 8 
and introduced into evi- 
dence earlier in the trial, Dr. 
Wadill’s voice is heard to 
say that he didn’t want 
resuscitative aid for this 
baby. 


Dr. Richards explained 
that in order for him to know 
that only obstruction of air 
in the windpipe had killed 
the baby, he would have 
had to be on hand to watch 
the strangulation and make 
sure the air was blocked for 


a necessary five to six 
minutes. But as a patholo- 
gist who had to determine 
cause of death only after 
the event, he said, he had to 
take into account the possi- 
bility other mechanisms 
had been involved as pos- 
sible contributing factors. 


RICHARDS admitted that 
he hadn't found evidence 
that frequently appears in 
strangulation cases, such 
as tracheal fractures or 
fractures to hyoid bone, but 
ne explained that the bod- 
ies and bones of. infants, 
especially premature bab- 
ies, are particularly pliable.

His mission is that cherished by every 
preacher. To make Christ better known is 
the supreme reason for a homily. After all, 
Christianity is not a book, a code or a cult. 
!t is a Person, the Son of God Incarnate. 


The books follows the God-Man in six 
sweeping sections from his beginnings to 
the effects of the Pentecost event. It is 
thoroughly based on the gospels which it 
attempts to apply to modern man.
